She was re-elected ifor full 
three-year terms in 1933 and again in 
1936. Soon after her election she was 
1 made secretary of the board, which

Receipts 
for thc year amounted fo£$6385.10, 
which included $3042 on lffnd at thc 
beginning of the fiscal year, and 
$3,.V- 7 ,10^ in taxes from thc county 
t$ cr's office.

"Business as usual" was the motto 
at the Antioch Milling company this 
week as Managcr'George Wagner and 
his assistants "carried on" despite the 
inconveniencesi caused by $25,000 fire 
damage Friday, night to the rear of the 
building and machinery and grain 
there. The loss was partly covered 
by insurance. 

The damages to the building and 
equipment are being repaired tem- 
porarily as rapidly as possible, accord- 
ing to W. C. Hoppe, president of the 
company. Temporary protection for 
machinery is already being arranged, 
surveys of the damages and estimates 
for rebuilding are being made, and 
grain and seed supplies are being 
stored in undamaged portions of the > 
building. 

'"Hie worst of it is, it happened 
right in our busiest month," Wagner 
commented yesterday as he supervised 
emergency repairs. 

Seed valued at between $3,000 and 
$4,000, and a load of -feed was saved. 
Grain stored in bins and sacks of feed, 
to a value equal to that saved, were 
damaged by fire and -water. 

The interior of the entire rear part 
of the building, from the basement up 
into the tower, was burned out, with 
only portions of thc heavier beams and 
partitions remaining. These were 
deeply charred. 

The exterior walls were saved by the 
Antioch fire department, and the as- 
sisting Lake Villa, Fox Lake and In- 
glcsidc, and Libcrtyyillc companies. 
They were badly charred an'd weak- 
ened and reckoned ais a total loss.

, nOSEA TEELS OF GOD'S 
FORGIVING LOVE 

LESSON TEXT— Hosen 8:1-7: 14:40. 

GOLDEN TEXT— If we con/ess our Bins, 
he u faithful and Just to forgive us our 
.■mi, and to cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness.— I John 1:0. 



' God loves sinners 1 This Is the 
message of the Bible. God hates 
sin, but He loves sinners and is 
eager that they should repent and 
receive His forgiveness. God even 
loves the backslider, the one who 
has been in fellowship with Him, 
tasted the joys of the eternal prom- 
ised land and then turned back to 
the fleshpots of the world. This is 
the special message of the. book of 
Hosea, for he deals with a backslid* 
ing and rebellious Israel, so deter- 
mined to turn against God's love 
that they are described in 11:7 (R. 
V.) as being "bent on backsliding." 
Israel failed to heed God's warn- 
ing, did not respond to His loving 
call, and went on to 'judgment. 
- May none of us be so foolish and 
stubborn. God is now calling sin- 
Ijl. ncrs in love and compassion, doing 
Everything in His power to lead 
V; them to repentance and spiritual 
healing. "Today, if ye will hear his 
voice, harden not your hearts" (Ps. 
95:7, 8). 
I. God Calling Sfiiners (6:1, 2). 

The great loving heart of God 
longs after wayward men. Though 
they have in deliberate unbelief 
turned from Him, yet He sends His 
messenger to bring them His gra- 
cious invitation. No more beautiful 
word can be spoken than "Come." 
It speaks of on open door, of a for- 
giving spirit, of a desire for renewed 
fellowship. 

Come, O sinner, and meet the 
Saviour. He It is who by both life 
and death has revealed the fullness 
of God's love to you. In Him you 
will find entrance into eternal life 
and joy. He says, "I am the •* 
by me if any man enter in h\ .-.u 
be saved" (John' 10:9). 

Observe also the word "return." 
The invitation from God is not only 
to those who have never known Him, 
but also to the backslider. How 
many miserably unhappy backslid- 
den Christians there are in the 
world! Friend, if you arc one of 
them, this invitation is especially for 

■ y ^ 1 

II. God's Dealings With Sinners 
(0:3-7). 

Our Lord is both compassionate 
and faithful in His dealings with 
sinners. He will win them with love 
and tenderness if they permit Him 
to do so, but if necessary. He can 
also use the rod of punishment or 
the storm of unpleasant circum- 
stances to drive them to Him. Re- 
member that both the tenderness 
and the severity of God are expres- 
sions of His love. 

With Israel God wanted to come 
as the gentle, reviving rain from 
heaven (v. 3), but because of their 
unrepentant attitude (v. 4) He had 
to come forth as One who hews down 
and destroys (v. 5). Even in thus 
breaking down and destroying He is 
only preparing to rebuild. As the 
surgeon must first hurt in order to 
heal, God must sometimes cut deep- 
ly in order to remove the blight of 
sin. 

These lines will probably be read 
by many who have wondered at the 
dealings of God with them. Perhaps 
they have been inclined to condemn 
Him as being unkind or severe. Let 
them be assured that God is love 
and that back of all of His dealings 
with men there Is His tendor pur- 
pose to bring them unto Himself for 
salvation or for blessing. 
III. God Healing Sinners (14:4-9). 
When sinners come to Him with 
words of repentance (14:1) God is 
ready to meet them and to heal all 
of their sins and backslidings. Ob- 
serve that not only will He heal their 
past sins, but will cause their pres- 
ent position to be such that He may 
"love them freely" (v. 4), and then 
their future will be one of great 
glory. God is Infinitely gracious 
and pours out His love without 
meosjjre upon the sinner who re- 
turnslo Him.

Lake, one each from Ingleside and 
Lake Villa, and the searchlight truck 
of the Libertyville department's first 
aid squad gave valuable aid to Chief 
James Steams' men in battling the 
flames. 

Fred Licbcrt, a member of Engine 
(Company 107 at Ashland avenue and 
Thirteenth street, Chicago, and who 
owns a cottage at Lake Catherine, also 
aided the Antioch men. Licbcrt 
praised the manner in which the fire 
was brought under control and pre- 
vented from spreading to nearby build- 
ings. 

Lake county deputy sheriffs under 
the leadership of Chief Deputy Walter 
Atkinson, and a squad of Kenosha 
county deputy sheriffs aided in con- 
trolling traffic and preserving order, 
and an ambulance owned by W. W. 
Smith of Fox Lake was sent here to 
assist in the event of injury to any of 
the firemen. Fire companies of Round 
Lake, Libcrtyillc and Mundelein 
"stood by" at their stations to respond 
to calls in case they were needed. 

Operators of the telephone com- 
pany also co-operated, in putting 
through calls and giving all possible 
assistance. 

No serious burns or injuries were 
suffered by any of the fire fighters, al-. 
though Herman Holbck, Antioch pipe- 
man and member of the rescue squad, 
had a narrow escape when he suffered 
from an electric short circuit that trav- 
eled up a metal pipe from the lower 
part of the building. Holbck, who 
with members of the Fox Lake and 
Antioch companies was pouring water 
from the top stories of the tower into 
the furnace-tile^ regions below, was 
standing on one of the remaining 
sound beams around which the floor-, 
ing had already given way. The elec- 
tric power to the building and the 
motors of the feed grinding equipment 
had not as yet been shut off. The 
electrical shock threw Holbck off bal- 
ance, but as he started to fall he was 
seized and dragged to safety by two 
of the Fox Lake men. 

After battling the fire for two hours, 
the firemen finally brought it under 
control and it was believed extin- 
guished. The assisting departments 
returned to their stations. 

Have Second Alarm 
At 2 a. m.. however, a second out- 
break of the fire and an explosion in 
the lower part of the building where 
the grain bins were, resulted in a sec- 
ond alarm. The explosion, laid to 
grain dust and gases, scattered fire 
about the building and set it to burn- 
ing fiercely once more. The Fox Lake 
and Lake Villa departments responded 
again and remained until the fire, was 
brought completely under control at 
8 a. m. 

Gas, Smoke Hindrances 
The value of the mill building -had- 
been set, .for insurance purposes, at; 
about $10,000, although it was really 
worth more than that, Chief Stearns 
states. 

Insurance of about $6,000 was car- 
ried on the building, $2,500 on office 
fixtures and $12,000 on the- contents 
of the building, according to figures 
supplied by the fire department. 

Spontaneous combustion due to gas: 
es formed by the wet grain and wet 
ground alfalfa was blamed by Stearns 
for the explosion and second out- 
break of fire, which, he said, caused a 
large part of the damage. Spontan- 
eous combustion and the formation 
of gasscs were also believed by Stearns 
to be strong contributory causes to 
the first outbreak of the fire, in which 
huge billows of smoke impeded the 
work of the firemen. 

Girls Turn in Alarm 
The alarm was turned in by Irene 
IChinn and. Dorothy Miller, who were 
caring for children at the Clcte Vos 
home Friday evening while the par- 
ents were at the firemen's benefit pro- 
gram. 

Miss Linda Bushman, residing on 
Depot street near the mill, noticed that 
from the window of her home about 
10:30 o'clock she could sec a haze of 
smoke or fog close to the mill, and 
also noticed a smoky odor. She tele- 
phoned the Vos home to ask if Clcte, 
a fireman, would investigate. The 
girls, who answered, volunteered to 
go to the mill and make sure, and 
then ran to the fire station a short, 
distance away to turn in the alarm. 

Although the interior was choked 
with heavy smoke and gas and the 
fire had gained a strong hold, scarce- 
ly any trace of this was noticeable 
from the outside when the firemen 
arrived. Stearns reported. Hastily at- 
tacking it from the rear of the build- 
ing, the Antioch firemen and assist- 
ing companies apparently had it com- 
pletely extinguished by about 2 a. m. 
Richard Allncr, one of the firemen, 
was left on guard. The Antioch 
equipment had scarcely been returned 
to the station for 30 minutes, when 
the alarm was again turned in. The 
Antioch Lumber company yard and 
buildings and other valuable proper- 
ties were menaced by flying sparks. 
Fire at Channel Lake 
Saturday morning at 10:15 o'clock, 
the Antioch firemen were called to 
Channel lake, where a cottage was 
already well ablaze, and two others 
near it were menaced. 
, The cottage, owned by De Forest 
j Mattson of Chicago, was vacant, and 
• all but the outer shell had been con- 
'sumed, as the fire was not noticed by 
| neighbors until it broke through to 
the outside. 

| An adjoining cottage owned by 
Herman Sc-ckamp was in especial dan- 
ger, since it was only 20 feet away 
and the caves of the two buildings a- 
most touched. It was saved, with 



damages of only $300 to. the building, 
and another cottage, owned by a Mrs. 
Klein, was only slightly scorched by 
the flames. On this call, onlookers 
who timed the trip were amazed to 
note that the Antioch fire depart men I'd 
1,000 gallon truck made the trip to 
Antioch for additional water, refilled, 
and returned within the time of less 
than nine minutes. 



The cause of the fire could not -be 
determined. Mattson, who is said to 
have visited the cottage only the day 
before, could not be reached for an 
appraisal ( of its value, but it was ten- 
tatively set by Stearns at $5,000, of 
which $4,500 was covered by insur^ 
a nee. 

The Antioch tank truck was called 
to aid Fox Lake and Lake Villa fire- 
men in fighting a fire that broke out 
in the kitchen of the John Tyrreil 
farm on Route 59 near Fox Lake 
Wednesday morning at 6 o'clock. Loss 
including 300 chickens in a brooder 
room, amounted to about $1,500.
